New YoitK, Dec I. — President Pahiia 
of the Cuban jnnta ha.s received a letter 
from the camp of General Calizto Gar- 
da, giving details of the capture of 
Onamaro by the insurgents. The letter 
says that not only did Garria's army 
capture tlie town, but enough arms and 
ammunition to fit out 400 recruits. 

General Garcia's forces numbered 
nearly 6,000 men. He made a desperate 
attack on the fort, vmag the two cannon 
wUoh fhe intotgenti had with good 
flffeoi He drore the Spanish troops 
fitna their position and occupied the 
town, which waa later Aeitiofw bj the 
torch. 

In the hatde 180 Spaniards were 
taken prisoners. The arms and ammu- 
nition captured were 186,000 cartridges, 
200 Mauser rifles, 160 Remington rifles 
and two field pieces. 

General Garcia says that his men 
have not suflfered from the yellow fever 
and aro in first class condition and liave 
a good supply of ammnnition. He will 
not, aH the reports have said, march 
westward tn join (u'lii ral Maeeo, but 
will remain m Puerto Principe.

In apeaUng of hia visit 
Mr. Foster said : 

"The condition of business In Hawaii 
is flourisliin^-. The ishmds are prosper- 
ousand tlieir t'utiire is bright. The Pa- 
cific mail has recently douliKd its serv 
ice, semliiig a steamer twice a montii 
instead of oiu'e, a.s formerly, and a iie\ 
line is soon expe<^ted to l)e established 
by the Japanese, which will touch ;l 
the islands on the way to San Fran- 
ci.sco. 

•'The p(>oplo of Hawaii wish to he an- 
nexed to tlie United States. The pres 
ent goveriiiiieiit has tlie approv al of a 
majority ot' native Havvaiians, and theri 
is no likelihiKxl that there ever will be a 
restoration of the monarchy. The En- 
glish and tiernian element, howt>ver 
an! ojiposed to annexati(m to the Uniteil 
States, b»H aus(! tht>y beUeve it will in- 
terfere with their contract labor and so 
atfect their interests commercially. 

"The present government in its ad- 
ministration is giving satisfaction. Yet 
this government is only temporary, and 
the people want to be annexed to the 
United. IStatea. The members of the 
government are pledged to it, and the 
present constitution of the republic ex- 
presses this expectation. So it is tht 
geiH'ral belief that tho master should Lt 
decided at an early date, if possible." 

Mr. Foster said it was not apparent

Tlie sufTeriMir uiiiong the 
women and chiklivn was intense and 
many are reported as having frozen feet 
and limbs.

Intirment will be in 
Green woo<l cenietery. The pallheafer« 
will be Mayor Strong, Oswald Utten- 
dorfei-, Carl Scluirz, Theodore Rogers, 
ex- Mayor .Sauford of Astoria, George 
Khret, A. E. Grr, Philip Bessinger, 
( Jeorge D. Cottrell and Dr. William B.

Mr. .St( inway was bom in Seeben, 
near the city of Rrun.swick, Gormanv 
March 5. l.s;J6. His father, Henry Eii- 
gel hard Stciuway, was a piano maun 
factnrer of that town. Mr. Sttsinway 
was educated in the schools of his 
native town, learning English, French 
and music 

At the age of 14 he was an expert mn<

William Steinway leaves three soni 
and one daughter. The elder of these ii 
already a member of the firm of Stein 
way & Sons, and the two yoongar AN 
serving their apprenticeship. 

In the firm are Fred Sti inway, his 
son ; Charles Steinway, his nephew, at 
preseut vice president, and his probable 
successor as the head of the firm ; and 
two other ueplu ws. 

Thus there is httle chance that the 
name and traditions of Btfltnwa^wiU 
never sutler a change.

Frawkfort, Nov. 28.— There is some- 
thing wrong with the school census of 
Kentucky. Mr. Davidson, the State Su- 
perintendent of ffAWc laiitraotion, is 
not a suspicious man, but he has more 
to do with the census of the schools than 
any one else, and he thinks thero'is 
something amiss. He does not believe 
there has been fraud in the taking of this 
oansos, but he does think that oaraiaas- 
nees, at least, has resulted in the report 
of hundreds and perhaps thousands more 
children of school age than the State 
really contains. He has good reasons for 
this. He has been in correspondence 
with the ofiiciala and statisticians of 
other States. 

It develops that Jndiana with more 
population and many more votcts than 
Kentucky, haa leas children between five 
and twan^ yaanthan Kantoeky haa be* 
tween six and twenty j-ears. Michigan 
shows a similar discrepancy of thousands. 
Missouri, with a population and vote a 
third bigger than Kentucky, shows a 
school census of but few more than this 
state. The indications, from a dozen 
different aomparisona, will convince the 
most casual investigator that Mr. David 
.•-on has good grounds for his suspicions 
SThe law requires those who~ become 
twenty yean ot age before July not to be 
cotmted as school children for the ensu- 
ing |year; and to count only^those who 
become six years of age before the July 
preceding the beginning of the school 
year. Mr. David.'jon thinks it has been 
the habit of the census takers to count 
titose who were less than twenty at any 
time during the year and those who be- 
came six at any time (hiring the year in 
which the census is taken; if this is really 
where the troubles lies, he is preparing 
to remedy it l)y a change in liie blanks 
furnished the census takers. This 
change consists in providing a blank for 
taking the date of the birth of the pupil. 

No loss results to the State from any 
excessive report of pupils. The loss is 
to the districts that report correctly and 
fairly their quota of pupils, and the gain 
to the districts that report more pupils 
than th«y have, and consequently get 
mora than their share of the school fond.
